“ For instance, he speaks in such long, 
involved sentences that it is an effort to 
follow his line of thought. 
“ Aid he phrases his ideas in jaw­ 
breaker words of five syllables, though 
our audience Is largely a small town and 
rural congregation. 
“ Why don’t our seminaries teach clergy­ 
men to imitate Jesus and employ stories to 
illustrate their abstract points and also adopt 
Christ’s use of short w ords?” 
Jesus didn’t try to “ throw his weight 
8 round” with words that only college pro­ 
fessors could understand. 
No, indeed! Jesus used simple language 
the crowd could comprehend. And he also 
urged his followers to do likewise. 
“ Cast not your pearls before swine,” 
he warned» “ lest they tram ple 
them 
under their feet and turn again and rend 
you!” 
That is an axiom of advertising for it 
m eans, talk the language of the prospect, 
pupil, parishioner or customer! 
Physicians are also notorious for thus 


failing to use simple term s. 
In that warning by Jesus, notice that of 
the 19 words, 15 are of only one syllable 
while the other four are but two-syllable 
term s. 
Then count some of his other advice, 
as in the famous “ Sermon on the Mount” 
when Christ said: 
“ Judge not th at ye be not judged.” 
Or consider the Golden Rule and its short 
w ords: 
“ Do unto others what you'd have others 
do unto you.” 
Jesus also w arned against “ show off” 
prayers in public and urged us to be brief, 
saying that God already knows w hat we 
have need of before we open our mouths in 
prayer. 
When his Apostles begged him for a 
sample prayer, Jesus then gave them the 
Lord’s Prayer, which contains but 65 
words and can be uttered aloud in 30 
seconds! 
Yet many clergym en land laym en) try 
to sneak in an oration cf 5 to 10 minutes 
under the ruse of a public prayer! 
Jesus abhorred such tactics! 
Recite “ The Lord's Prayer” and see for 
yourself how few words therein are of more 
than one syllable!

Thailand May Send 
to Vietnam

AP Writer to Thailand 
Thailand's chief of staff indi­ 
cated his country may 
send 
ground fighting men 
into the 
Vietnam war after strengthen­ 
ing 
the 
undermanned 
Thai 
arm y. 
“ After 
building 
up 
our 
strength, we will think of send­ 
ing troops to Vietnam ,” 
Air 
Chief Marshal Da wee Chullasa- 
pya told The Associated Press. 
The Bangkok Post has report­ 
ed the government is consid­ 
ering a plan to commit a reg­ 
im ental combat team of 700-800 
men, specially trained for jun­ 
gle warfare. 
Thailand has taken military 
representation in Vietnam in the 
form of a few air force trans­ 
port crews and two small naval 
vessels. 
* * 4» 
U.S. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk said recently, after a Far 
Eastern swing, that an Asian 
nation he did not identify would 
send combat troops to Vietnam. 
Da wee, deputy defense minis­ 
ter as well as chief of the Thai 
general staff, implied the com­ 
m itm ent of ground forces is not 
as imminent 
as the Bangkok 
Post report suggests. 
He noted in an interview that 
Thailand has a growing Com­ 
munist insurgency problem in 
its sensitive northeast section 
adjoining Laos. 
Asked whether sending Thai 
ground troops to Vietnam is un­ 
der acti ve consider ation, Da wee 
replied: “ So far, not yet.” 
But he 
said 
such 
an idea 
figures 
in 
“ continuous 
plan­ 
ning” by the command. 
“ I can’t tell you how many or 
when we will send troops to 
Vietnam ,” 
the 
air 
m arshall 
said. “ We are prepared to do 
our best.” 
There were other signs that 
Thailand's leaders are leaning 
toward commitment of combat 
soldiers. 
At a news conference Thurs­ 
day, Gen. Praphas Cha rusa ithi- 
en, arm y commander in chief, 
said that “defending our coun­ 
try we should not wait until the 
aggressive 
forces 
reach 
our 
very borders we have to resist 
them outside our borders.” 
But Praphas added that “ at 
present our forces are not yet 
fully 
equipped, 
being 
arm ed 
with only arm s of World War II 
vintage, and we need them to 
com bat 
covert 
Communist 
aggression in our own 
north­ 
east.” 
American military authorities 
agree that the Thai arm y is un­ 
der strength. Exact figures are 
classified, but the total Is put at 
more than 85,000'. 
The manning levels are unev­ 
en. Forces deployed near the 
Laotian border and in the north­ 
ern area near Burma — closest 
point to Red China — are at 80 
to 90 per cent of 
authorized 
strength. 
The average Thai arm y unit 
is at about 65 to 70 per cent of 
strength, and some of those in 
the Bangkok area are down to 
50 per cent. • • * 
Da wee, one of the m ost in­ 
fluential officers in the m ilitary 
setup, said the goal is to get 
arm y units up to 90 per cent of 
authorized strength across the 
board.

Luke stands out as one of the 
greatest 
literary men of all 
time, the Bible tells us but little 
about him. He has been de­ 
scribed as the "'beloved physi­ 
cian." He is assumed to be the 
author of both the Gospel which 
bears his name and the Book of 
A cta. 
He was a careful historian 
with a vigorous literary style. 
He speaks of “ h a v|ig a perfect 
understanding of all things from 
the very first." He had a sense 
of the universality of Christ’s 
mission, 
and 
emphasized 
the 
compassion, charity, p rayerfu l­ 
ness and tenderness of our Ixjrd. 
A Gentile and native of Anti­ 
och, Syria, Luke was a close 
companion of Pau l, joining him 
on his missionary journeys to 
Troas and Philippi and remain­ 
ing with him during Paul’s two- 
year Im prisonm ent In Caesarea. 
This close association made him 
an eyewitness to many of the 
events which took place in the 
A postle's life, as indicated by 
the so-called “we" and “us” sec­ 
tions of the Book of Acts. 
In this first lesson, we will I 
consider Jesus" visit to the Tem ­ 
ple of Jerusalem at the age of 
twelve; His baptism by John the 
Baptist; and His temptation by 
Satan during the forty days in 
the wilderness. 


As good Jews, Mary and Jo- 
aept* w ent .annually to the Tem ­ 
ple in Jerusalem to celebrate 
the Paeaover.

The Nuclear Research, As­ 
sociates of New' York City have 
developed a pack which is used 
to collect sputum from people 
with long-standing c h r o n i c 
coughs.

Britain Seeks 3 Way Meeting 
To End the War in Vietnam 


LONDON 
(AP) 
- 
Britain 
called Friday night for a three- 
way meeting to end the war in 
Vietnam. The message was ad­ 
dressed to the 
United States, 
North Vietnam and South Viet­ 
nam. 
In addition, the British offered 
to act as host to the meeting in 
any suitable British 
territory 
and to help with preparatory 
work. 
The call for the meeting was 
issued by George Brown, for­ 
eign secretary. 
• • * 
It was sent, to the State De­ 
partm ent in Washington and to 
the go vero,mente of North and 
South Vietnam. 
In Washington, State D epart­ 
ment press officer Robert J. Me­ 
llo s key 
declined 
immediate 
comment on grounds that the 
message from London had not 


yet arrived. 
Other U. S. officials said that 
from press accounts of the Brit­ 
ish proposal, there should be no 
difficulty about American at­ 
tendance at such a meeting. 
A long-standing position of U. 
S. policy on Vietnam, the offi­ 
cials said, has been one of will­ 
ingness to enter into discussions 
that could lead to 
a peaceful 
settlement of the conflict. 
Britain holds special responsi­ 
bility for the Viernam situation 
as co-chairman with the Soviet 
Union, off the Geneva Conference 
of 1954, 
which signed 
settle­ 
ments 
for the 
territories of 
form er French Indochina. 
Repeated efforts by the Brit­ 
ish to get the Soviets to agree to 
reconvening the Geneva Confer­ 
ence have failed. Britain there­ 
fore appeared to be striking out 
on its own. 


The call came just before the 
48-hour New Year's truce began 
in Vietnam and amid mounting 
British criticism of American 
policy in bombing North Viet­ 
nam. 
The cricitism has come from 
members of the ruling Labor 
Party and from the midroad 
Liberals.
